Plans to erect two identical dor- 
mitories oh the campus have been 
approved by the board of trustees 
and were announced yesterday by 
William E. Kratt, president. Con- 
struction will start immediately, 
according to Dr. J. Pearce Mitch- 
ell, president of the trustees. 

The dormitories are to be two- 
story modern fireproof structures 
and will be erected on the college 
campus just north of the playing 
fields. They will form an open V, 
extending from Alexandra to Mc- 
Bain avenues. 

There will be a 40-foot separa- 
tion between*® them allowing pas- 
sage to the playing fields and to 
other buildings on the campus. To 
make room for the dormitories the 
present maintenance department 
and garages will be moved. 

The buildings, designed by 
Architect Kingsford Jones, incor- 
porate a new idea in student hous- 
ing. There are to be no interior 
corridors but each building will 
have eight living units to accom- 
modate eight students each. 

There will be a central lounge 
in each unit, three double bed- 
rooms, two single bedrooms, and 
bathroom facilities. A central stair 
will lead to the second story,where 
units will open on a balcony. 

Lounges in the living units 
will have: built-in seating, tele- 
vision outlets and throughout 
the buildings flush type lighting 
fixtures will be used. 

The bedrooms are to be com- 
pletely fitted with built-in furni- 
ture of natural finish hard wood. 
There will be a bed, desk, book-

Need Renewal, 
Firemen Report 


Menlo Park Fire District resi- 
dents shouldn’t start outdoor fires, 
Chief Thomas F. Cuff warned, un- 
less they have their new outdoor 
burning permits. 

The old permits expired April 1. 
Persons planning to do outdoor 
burning of any sort must have the 
new ducats, which are effective 
until April 1 of next year. 

This year, Chief Cuff points out, 
the permits allow outdoor burning 
from 6 a. m, to 12 noon, rather 
than trom 6 a. m. to 11 a. m.as for- 
merly. After midday, Cuff points 
out, humidity drops and tempera- 
ture rises; hence, outdoor burning 
during the late hours of the day is 
not permitted. 

Burning permits, plus any ad- 
vice which a home-owner feels he 
might need, are available at any 
one of the five fire stations of the 
district:

Sequoia High School District 
Monday night was granted per- 
mission, conditional on the fact 
that no traffic or safety hazards 
will result, to develop part of their 
10 acres of the Stanford Village 
area for athletic practice games.

Lowe explained that the high 
school agency is developing the 
property at this time for two rea- 
sons: athletic fields at Menlo-Ath- 
erton are newly-turfed and supple- 
mentary space is needed while the 
turf is hardening; also, he said, 
terms under which the district got 
ownership of the property require 
that it be used. 

Improvements on the strip will 
include a fence along the Middle- 
tield road side, turfing and a 

“minimum” sprinkling — system, 
Lowe said. No bleachers or build- 
ings are planned at this time. 

Since the turfed area would be 
about 400 feet long, an additional 
400 feet would be available for 
parking, he said.

We won't bother to point out how the project underscores 
| «ie need for action to increase the attractiveness of Menlo Park’s 
jopping district, nor how the Lowe plan—designed mostly by 
Avchitects Ernest J. Kump and Paul Huston—closely follows the 
principles of Menlo Park's business district plan, even to a 
yodestrian mall. 


What strikes us most about Lowe’s dream is the manner in}

. ; Now Being ‘Considered

The Menlo Park city-..council .is 
now. studying that phase of the 
master plan involving the central 
business district. 

The major part of. the plan, 
comprising the land. use . and 
zoning ordinance (outside the 
central business - district) has 
been. heard and is awaiting only 
a report from the . planning 
commission on the changes 
made. by the counceil., Adoption 
is scheduled for April 14. 

The council has heard from 

; both opponents and. proponents of 

the central business: district plan, | 
and .believes that a majority of 
each are not far. apart in their 
ideas. 

The council intends to work out 
a solution to the further. improve- 
ment of our central business dis- 
trict which will be in: the, interest 
of the people of the city of Menlo 
Park, which will be fair to all con- 
cerned, and which will be. econ- 
omically feasible. . 

More parking must be provid- 
ed if Menlo Park’s business dis- 
trict is to grow. Anyone looking 
for a parking space last Satur- 

| day will probably agree. The 
question is how much, where, 
| and at what price. 
| tt is conceded that parking is 
needed on the southerly side of 
Santa Cruz avenue. 

If provided there, relief would 
| be given the existing parking pla-| 
zas. 

There is some thought that we

A deadline is nearing for former 
; American prisoners of war in 
| World War II who haven’t yet fil- 
ed for the current $1.50-a-day ben- 
efit being paid by the US_to ex- 
prisoners of war who were subject- 
ed by an enemy to inhumane treat- 
{ment or forced labor, Floyd. D. 
|Granger, veterans service officer 
of San Mateo county reports. 
The serviee officer said ‘Thurs- 
y, April 9, is the last day on 
which claims can be filed with the 
US War Claims commission for the 
new prisoner of war payment. An 
estimated 27.000 eligible veterans; 
hae not yet filed for compensation. 
An earlier benefit of Sl a day | 
was paid to 135,000 former US 
prisoners of war who suffered | 
substandard diets while in ene- 
my hands. 

Granger emphasized tnat many) 
veterans who collected the $1-a-day | 
ration money are also eligible for , 
the present payment. 

“It should be stressed that the 
current benefit is an entirely new 
one for ex-prisoners of war who 
qualify,.and that any former pri- 
soner can file even though he re- 
ceived a payment under the ear- 
lier benefit authorized by the 80th 
Congress,” he stated.

the business district sheuld have 
a coordinated overall plan, such 
as that proposed in the master 
plan, rather than a patchwork job 
undertaken on a catch-as-catch-can 
basis. 

Obviously, it would be unfair 
to the property owner to tell 
him he can’t build on a piece of 
property because the city ulti- 
mately will want it for parking. 
And equally obviously, if there 
is neither control nor overall 
plan, buildings will be construct- 
ed promiscuously, making im- 
practical an ultimate, well co- 
ordinated shopping district. 

Why is this a matter of munici-. 
pal concern? 

The downtown business area 
generates taxes that bring down 
the costs to residential areas of 


schools, police and fire protection. ° 
sanitary sewers and other essential — 


public services. 

Unless a business district is at- 
tractive, convenient and amply 
provided with parking spaces, it 
cannot hope to expand, or even 
survive, in the face of competition 
that boasts these assets. 

Such shopping areas are being 
developed near Menlo Park. Star- 
ford university is working on what 
is to be the Peninsula’s major 
shopping center, and now a Palo 
Alto group proposes. a develop- 
ment similar to our own master 
plan but on a vastly larger scale. 

Property values in our own. 
downtown area will depreciate 
unless we answer the challenge 
with a modern. development of 
our own. 

The first tool the council needs 
is facts. 

We must know how much the 
proposed business lay-out will cost, 
and how much each property own- 
er will pay or be paid. The total 
cost was estimated by the authors 
of the master plan, but whether or 
not these figures are even close 
cannot be determined without an 
actual appraisal. 

The members of the council 
have agreed this is necessary be- 
fore either this plan or an al- 
ternaté can be decided upon, 
and it willebe undertaken at a 
cost of about $4000. 

At the same time the city mana- 
ger is conducting a study to ascer- 
tain the number of parking spaces 
which would be created under the 
proposed plan, so that cost per 
parking space also may be estab- 
lished. 

The city council is maintaining 
an open mind as to the final park- 
ing lay-out, and will consider any 
alternative suggestion as well as 
alternates of its own. 

It intends, however, to end up 
with a business district plan wor- 
thy of the city of Menlo Park. 

In this process the council anti- 


| cipates that it will have the coop- 


eration, advice and support of both 


|the present opponents and pro- 


ponents of the central business 
district plan.

It Takes Thoughtful Selection of Garden 
Plants to Turn New House Info a Home 


By TERRY LEE 
Gardener or not, the first thing 
2 home owner wants to give his 
new—or even old—home is a lawn 
and some foundation planting. 
This comes from a burning de- 
sire to make his raw house on a 
bare, flat lot look as though: it be- 
[longed there. A house surrounded 
by bare earth appears to have been 
set down, not built up from the 
ground. 
But it takes more than a row 
of shrubs to give a feeling of 
permanence. 


In fact, when such a planting 
conceals the foundation entirely, 
it minimizes the relationship of 
the building to the property and 
leaves it floating in mid-air. 
ALL-OVER DESIGN BEST 

An all-over landscape design 
will tie down a house best, and the 
immediate area around the house 
is most important. It is important 
to choose plants that complement 
the house, as well a having the 
house compliment them. 

Certainly no one would want to 
put pink azaleas against a red 
brick wall. 

Nor should the beauty of the low 
Juniper sabina and spring bulbs 
be lost on a towering, narrdw 
house. 

I like to see the graceful Abel- 
ia grandiflora soften a sharp 
corner and suggest space around 
the side, the varigated Pitto- 
sporum tobira lighten a dark 
redwood wall, or a small flower- 
ing tree cast shade, shadow pat- 
terns and even add color to a 
hot, white kitchen wall. 

Actually there is one big asset 
of the planting area immediately 
surrounding the house — all four 
exposures are available to suit the 
needs of any type plant. 

This does not mean that the 
house wall should be used as a 
gallery to show off one of each 
kind of the handsomest shrubs. In 
such a case, none will show up 
well. 

VARIETY BEST 

It is better to use two or three 
kinds of shrubs and group them 
for mass effect, using one to ac- 
cent a strategic spot. 

For instance, keep ‘the silvery 
Eleaganus pungens under the win- 
dows, and aceent the corner with 
a Pyracantha that is allowed to 
fill the wall and even reach around 
the corner. 

Do not crowd plants all around 
the foundation. If the back- 
ground is entirely concealed, it 
might as well not be there at all. 
I deplere the use. of ivy or 
honeysuckle to completely cov- 
ex the supporting posts on a 
porch. = 

Use a lighter vine, if you must, 
to enhance the structure—like 
Bignonia, Clematis or Star 
mine. 

Since you will probably use 
some of your favorite plants 
around the house, set a few out 
nearby on other parts of the lot. 

In this way too, the house hbe- 
comes part of the property and the 
fringe of foundation planting,

which isolates a home from its sur- 
roundings, disappears. The house 
will be the striking focal point of 
the landscape scheme. 

Do not forget that in the endless 
variety of plant material you are 
working with size, form, texture, 
color, interrelationships, and even 
maintenance. 


Do not concentrate on medium- 
ness so that nothing in the garden 
is bold—to overstate often clari- 
fies a reiationship. 

I love the vurple plum against 
a white house, the grey acacia 
near redwood 

Keep the mood of your house 
—- the formal neatness of the 

Myrtus compactus or the gentle 
pattern of the Viburnum. 

The large green leaves of the 
Laurel make it good for a back- 
ground, the tiny graceful leaves 
on the Azara or Osmanthus adds 
a decorative touch. 

Remember that foliage, stems, 
flowers and fruit are all important 
and can add seasonal touches of 
interest to the house. 

The common Pyracdntha is 
spectacular for this—white spring 
flowers and light green leaves, red 
winter berries and always a strong, 


‘angular stem pattern. 


A last warning: the soil around 
the edge of the house may be poor 
sub-soil thrown up during excava- 
tion. Either replace or enrich it.

Weeds and grass are growing 
fast. If you have fertilized your 
lawn. it will. be thick enough to 
crowd out a let of weeds. But there 
are still a few, most of which can 
be caught with 2, 4-D. Regular cut- 
ting will kill many and destroy 
seeds that are forming.

Do not neglect to water newly 
planted seedlings or seeds, 
shrubs and trees. These sunny, 
windy days really dry out the 
top soil, and make it crust over, 
keeping out all-important air 
from the roots.

Sow seeds of petunias, snaps, 
verbena and ageratum in pots of 
vermiculite or a mixture of soil, 
sand and humus. 

Keep covered until germination 
—if you use a pane of glass, turn 
it over every night and wipe off 
the moisture that collects.
